A Disastrous Fire Started Mysteriously
in the Elevator at Lindsay and For

Lindsay, Neb, April 6-—S8pecial to
The The NyeSchneldergrain
elevator at this place burned to the
grounid at midnight and 1s a total loss,
everything burning except the office.
Among the parts destroyed were corn
cribs, lumber yards, coal bins. There
were about twelve earloads of coal on
hand, one carload of oats, one carload
of corn, The total loss was estimated
at about $560,000.

The gaso-
line engine had only been run a little
while early in the morning,

time,
